Amendment to Town Act. 

At a meeting of the Bow Island 
fown Council on Thursday evening 
last, a communication was reccived 
from the Department relative to 
changes in the assessment of land, 
ete, An addition is made to section 
267 of the Town Act as follows:— 

If the value at which any land had 
then been ussessed appears to be more 
or less than the true value,the amouvte 
of assessment shall nevertheless not 
be varicd on appeal if the value at 
which said lund is assessed bears a 
fair and just relation to the value ut 
which other lands in the immediate 
vicinity thereof are assessed, 

The Department allows the impo- 
sition of a business tax as follows:— 

Upor receipt of a petition signed by 
at least two-thirds of the members of 
the council of any town requesting 
him so to do,the Minister may,if satis- 
fied that ic is smpossible for the town 
to raise a sufficient revenue by the im- 
position of taxes herein otherwise pro- 
vided for, authorize the council to i1- 
prose fora period of not more tbau 
three years a tax to be known asa 
business tax upon all persons carrying 
on apy trade, business or profession 
within the limits of the town: pvo- 
vided that this tax shall notapply tu 
any businesses licensed under claus:s 
60 and G1 of Section 163 hereof,

Put Nowadays. 

What !s happening to the word “inf- 
alte?” It used to have great and rare 
“associations and serve great needs. 

Now | meet it everywhere and with 
every possible application. One bon- 
net Is infinitely more beautiful than 
another, one brand of wine infinitely 
preferable to the next. He has an infi- 
nite desire to see her; she would inf- 
nitely prefer a hobble skirt to one with 
cores. One novel is infinitely superior 
to its predecessor; a character in it in- 
finitely prefers game to domestic fowl. 
There is no association too trivial for 
It, no use too petty. Our books and 
our newspapers alike bristle with mis- 
used “infinites.” The word, like Lau- 
rence Sterne and Lord Byron, has be- 
come a social literary success, and no 
worse fate can befall a great author or 
a great word. It is taken up by the 
fashion papers and by society journals, 
and this season’s styles are usually io- 
finitely prettier than the last. 

Infinitely pretty! 

Not only careless journalistic folk 
who Iike to produce an emphatic effect 
—at any cost—are guilty. My learned 
friends put it te common use. So do 
I when I forget. We are infinitely 
obliged nowadays to one who gives us 
a lift of a few blocks and infinitely 
grateful for our Christmas presents. 
Our greatest and best authors vie with 
one another in bringing this great word 
down from its high estate, and it is 
only a few days since I heard a most 
fastidious man of letters lecturing im 
Boston say that the Sunday supple 
ments would be infinitely more divert- 
ing if something—I forget what—were 
different.

Even as critical a writer as Mrs. Anne

@escription of a woman as “infinitely 
stylish.”—Scribner's. 


ALPINE CURLING. 


Almest Surgical Skill Used en the Ice 
to Make It Perfect. 

Scotch players regard the conditions 
ef Alpine curling as somewhat too lux- 
urious. The ice is almost too perfect, 
and the tactics that proved successful 
on the rough ice of a Scottish pond 
have to be abandoned in favor of more 
subtle methods. 

The ordinary visitor to the Alps has 
very little idea of the science and work 
which are necessary to insure a good 
rink, and the Scotch curler who has 
been accustomed to the rough ice form- 
ed by a few nights’ frost is somewhat 
startled when he sees an army of ice- 
men working through the night. A 
rink in the Alps is a costly business, 
The ground is carefully leveled in the 
spring, and after the first fall of snow 
a equad of icemen tramp the snow 
down as evenly as possible. The flood- 
ing is done in a series of elaborate 
stages, which can be carried out only 
when the sun fs shining. 

The secret of good ice is to go slowly. 
This was proved by a clever experi- 
ment. The discovery of this was due 
to Rudolph Bauman, perhaps the best 
{fceman in the Alps. He filled two 
wooden tubs with water, and the first 
froze hard in a night. The second was 
| allowed to fill gradually, drop by drop, 

throughout a fortnight The two blocks 
| of ice were then put in the sunshine, 

and, whereas the ice that had been 
; formed in a single night disappeared 
within a week, the other block sur- | 
vived for three weeks. 

The ice is carefully doctored every 
night with the skill of a first class sur- 
geon. Smal! holes are trimmed and 
scooped out with a knife. They are | 
then filled with finely powdered ice 
| and sprinkled with boiling water. The 
Tesult is an absolutely even surface of 
good ice.—London Times. | 


; A Handy Measure, 

If you have a pint jug and wish to 
measure off half a pint with tolerable 
accuracy it is useless to try and do so | 
by guessing when the jug is half full, | 
A better way is to tilt the jug until the | 
contents just reach to the upper end of 
the bottom of the vessel and just touch 
the lip at the lower end of the mouth. 
| In this way the space in the pint jug is 
practically cut into two equal portions, 
each half representing the space taken 
by half a pint.

ship and dock building, trestles, 
b . shipping platforms, flooring 


and for all purposes involving great 
wear and tear. The woods of two 
species of West African trees have 
been introduced into English markets 
as substitutes for greenheart under 
the name of African greenheart, but 
both are inferior to the South Amer- 
jean tree. 

AJL the gates, piers and jetties of 
the Liverpool docks and practically 
all the lock gates of the Bridgewater 
canal are of greenheart. It furnished 
the material also for the fifty Pong 
of look gates in the Manchester (Eng.) 
ship canal. When the greenheart dock 
gates in the Mersey harbor at Liver- 
pool were removed in order that the 
channel might be deepened and widen- 
ed the same wood was again employed 
in building the enlarged gates, and 
wood placed in the gates of the Can- 
ada dock in 1856 was used again in 
its reconstruction in 1894. The use 
of greenheart has been specified ‘for 
sills and fenders in the lock gates of 
the Panama canal. Nansen’s ship, 
the Fram, and the Antarctic ship Dis- 
covery were built of greenheart. In 
addition to its use as timber, great 
quantities of the wood are made into 
charcoal. 

Though it grows in parts of British, 
French and Duteh Guiana, Venezuela, 
Brazil, Colombia, Peru, Trinidad, Ja- 
maica erd Santo Domingo, it is being 
cut only in British Guiana, where it is 
found along the seacoast and: water 
courses, seldom extending more than 
fifty miles inland. Greenheart used to 
bring $1 per cubic foot at the point.of 
shipment, but the present price is 
considerably less. Constant drain for 
more than 100 years upon the most 
accessible stands of greenheart in 
British Guiana has stripped the forest 
of its best material, and the wood 
now obtained is of inferior quality. 
Tracts sre now being cut over in 
some places for tho third time. Only 
the heartwood of the tree possesses the 
peculiar durability desired, and the 
best wood is found in old trees. 


Recessional MSS. Sold For $120. 

A sheet of notepaper covered with 
neatly-written verse, was sold for $120 
at Sotheby’s recently. The writer was 
Ridyard Kipling, and the poem was 
the famous ‘‘Recessional’’— 
“God of our fathers known of old- 
| Lord of our far-flung battle-line.’

is made in a letter in which Mr. Kip- 
| ling says: 

“Glad you like the ‘Recessional.’ 
These things come not for fasting or 
prayer. ‘They arrive by themselves 
somehow. Evidently the idea must |

sion of it so kindly.”

CRAZED WITH WEALTH 


Wild Times In Melbourne When the 
Gold Fever Raged. 


Melbourne in the height of the gold 
fever in the old days has been de- 
scribed by one who knew it well as 
“a fevered, drunken, delirious pande- | 
monium,” | 

Gold at that time threatened to be- 
come as common as silver in the days” 
of Solomon. In one year $63,000,000, | 
in eight years $475,000,000, were won. |

OLD TIME TRAINED NURSES. 


Removing and Burying the Dead Was 
Part of Their Duties. 

In their “History of Nursing’ the au- 
thors, Miss Nutting and Miss Dock, 
quote from an article written in 1764 
which gives an insight into what was 
required of the trained nurse in the 
eighteenth century. ‘The article says: 

“This occupation is as important for 
humanity as its functions are low and 
repugnant All persons are not adapt- 
ed to it, and the heads of hospitals 
ought to be difficult to please, for the 
lives of patients may depend upon their 
choice of applicants. The nurse should 
be patient, mild, compassionate. She 
should console the sick, foresee their 
needs and relieve their tedium. 

The domestic duties of the nurse are 
to light the fires in the wards and keep 
them going, to carry and distribute 
nourishment, to accompany the sur 
geons and doctors on their rounds and 
afterward to remove all dressings, etc.; 
to sweep the halls and wards and keep 
the persons of the patients and their 
surroundings clean, to empty all vessels 
and change the patients’ linen, to pre 
vent noise and quarreling and disturb- 
ances, to notify the stewiurd of every- 
thing they see which is wrong, to carry

DIPPING THE FLAG. 


Marine Greeting. 

The salutation given when a vessel 
lowers or “dips” its flag is one of the 
oldest and most honorable of ail forms 
of marine greeting. 

This ferm of salute has always been 
demanded by English speaking sea- 
men, and its exaction has burned the 
hearts and the powder of generations 
of naval commanders, 

In the old days for a foreign ship, 
whether merchant or naval, to enter 
an Euglish port without veiling top- 
sails or dipping its national Bag was to 
run the risk of war, although the pro- 
foundest peace existed. 

Without warning or argument the 
shore defenses or a man of war would 
send a round shot across the bows or 
between the masts of the foreigner, 
and if the offending fag did not in- 
stantly come down the insolent intru- 
der was brought to her senses by being 
raked through and through, 

Such was the reception aecorded by 
Sir John Hawkins In the sixteenth cen- 
tury to the Spanish admiral who, in 
time of peace, sailed into Vortsmouth 
sound without veiling his topsails or 
lowering his flag. 

Salutes are essential matters of naval 
etiquetie and are exchanged on an elab- 
orate code fixed by the maritime pow- 
ers. The number of guns to be tired 
under all circumstances is minutely 
stipulated.—Harper's Weekly. 


CHANGES IN WORDS. 


How, For Instance, “Boor” Was Trans- 
formed Into “Neighbor.” 

Word building is as much a piece of 
earpentry as is house building; only it 
takes longer, sometimes a cenlury or 
more, and by that time the word's first 
meaning is usually changed. 

For example, the old word for 
“neighbor” was “sib.” One's good 
neighbor was known as one’s “good 
sib.” This became shortened to “god- 
sib” and later to “gossip.” Then the 
word's whole meaning changed and 
gossip no longer meant good neighbor, 
but applied to the sort of talk ex- 
changed between good neighbors. 

Take the word “farmer,” too.

“boor’ later was used for describing 
farmer-like or rough persons, The 
farmer living nearest to one was known 
us the “nighbour,” and this plrase in 
course of time was twisted to “neigh 
bor.”

A sign of the times is the growing 
favor offered to the earthenware fire 
proof utensils of all kinds, and the 
more, they are used the better. Being 
glazed, they sre easily kept clean, and 
with ordinary care they last very well, 
though it is not impossible to break 
them, it should be borne in mind. When 
new they should be filled with water 
and placed on a slow tire, gradually in- 
creasing the heat. Then, too, they 
should never be left on the fire or in 
the oven empty. They should be given 
something to do to keep them out of 
mischief.

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TURKEY GOES SLOWLY 


Mohammed's Daughtor Was the Une 
Who Introduced the Harem and 
the Veil Into Turkey on the Ground 
That a Woman Should See No 
Other Man Than Her Husband and 
Her Father. 


What attracts the most attention of 
a foreign traveler in Turkey is its 
women. Like snadows in an atmos. 
phere of secrecy and silence, these 
veiled phantoms arouse in the heart of 
4 stranger feelings of pity and cari- 
ty. Net only the stories of the 
rabian Nights, but ths romantic 
mnystery that surrounds Oriental life, 
have been the cause of the eagerness 
of the western imagination to know 
something of the harem, that real 
home of Turkish women. 

According to Islam, the master of 
the house alone can enter the harem; 
although Mahomet the Prophet did 
hot give any definite prescription for 
that, saying, “A virtuous woman is 
the incest precious thing in the uni- 
verte, and as such she should be kept 
out of the public curiosity.” His 
daughter, Fatima, wife of Ali, was 
hiore particular about it, and said, 
“The most virtuous woman is she who 
feos no man, and whom no man sees, 
except her husband and her father.” 

It was the daughter of the Prophet, 
according to Ivan Narodny, whose 
instructive paper we quote, who intro- 
duced harems and veils for the Turk- 
ish women; for she thought that the 
most perfect feminine virtue was that 
which was the least exposed to danger. 
On the other hand, she taught that 
woman should be as feminine and ro- 
mantic as possible by being out of the 
atmosphere of men. The mbsolute 
Separation of sexes, the males being

veil,’ writes the son of a former 
Turkish Cabinet Minister.

It is true that of- 
ten one hears a ferninine voice giving 
new orders or anaking inquiries; but 
who she is and how she looks re- 
mains a mystery. A Turkish women 
never goes shopping, and only on ex- 
ceptional occasions goes on business 
errands outside her home, 


Every Turkish home is divided into 
{wo-distinct 7 .rts—the selamlik fer 
the men, and the haremlik for the 


women. In aristocratic households 
the sclainlik and the haremlik forin 
two independent sides of life, cach 
contuining a separate staff of servants, 
male for the selamlik and female for 
the harenlik. In the middle class 
this division is less strict. When the 
hushand--be he merchant, clerk, or 
fessional man — returns after his 
work, he usually spends his 
evening in the selamik, where he is 
joined by the members of his faniily 


and receive intimate friends even in 
the presence of his females. How- 
ever, in the poor families t almost 


vanishes; for there the husband and 
the feminine members of his family 
intermingle frecly during the entire 
day. 

Jt is rare that a Turkish husband 
accompanies his wife in the street, 
She usually goes alone, with her 
children, companion, or servant. A 
poor Turk is often an exception; but 
even he walks on the opposite side of 
the street. To a guest, especially to 
a stranger, a Turk will never speak of 
his wife or of his daughter, and con- 


tiders it en insult if he should be 
asked about his wife’s health. Jn his 
conversation he avoids mentioning 


her name as much as possible. But 
if he is absolutely compelled to speak 
of her, he will make use of some evas- 
ive expression and say “our family,” 
or “our house”; but never ‘my wife.” 

It is natural that a Turkish woman 
under these conditions has remained

Curiously enough, it is the Mobam- 
medan soldier in Jerusalem who now 
preserves peace and prevents fierce 
fanatical outbree’ss in the place of all 
places which it would seem should be 
full of peace. The church consists of 
a large number of buildings of a rain- 
bling architectural nature, and it 
possesses many chapels claimed hy 
the different Christian sects as their 
own property. Orthodox Greeks, Ro- 
man Catholics, Armenians, Copts, Sy- 
riacs—all the many sects are certain 
that they possess the real sacred 
places, and are ready to fight for theic 
belief. Even the interior of the re- 
puted tomb itself—an imposing though 
tawdry structure built directly under 
the central rotunda—is divided into 
three compartments, for Greek, Ro- 
man Catholic, or Latin and Armenian, 
each claiming to be the actual spot 
where Christ’s body lay.

and, when old obey your son.” This 
idea of Womanly obedience has under- 
gone a decided change in modern Ja- 
pan. although the principle remains 
that moral culture shall have the 
position of supreme importance in 
women’s education. 

It is important for the correct under- 
standing of conditions in Japan to 
bear in mind that moral culture has 
always been the all important object 
of the education of the daughters of 
Nippon, Under these circumstances 
it is only natural that religious and 
ethical teachings should have formed 
the basis of education both for men 
and for women. 

Confucius did not show much ad- 
miration for womanly virtues. He 
paid the fair sex the negative compli- 
ment that its individuals were as dif- 
ficult to manage as was every person 
of small mind. 

As a logical conclusion of such 
teachings being accepted in Japan the 
Japanese women could do nothing in 
way of asserting their own character 
and originality without meeting with 
the disapproval.of their friends. Their 
instructions were to be as quiet as 
quiet could be, as obalient as could 
be and as meek as could be. 

Kven at present there are some Jap- 
anese who think that the sole object 
ef women’s education is to make them 
good wives and wise mothers. But 
that this idea is not a generally ac 
cepted one is shown by the fact that 
at present there are more than 200 
girls’ high schools of 500 students each 
in Japan. There are many schools 
devoted to training girls for earning 
independent livelihood, such as those 
teaching muséc, the arts, medicine, 
bookkeeping, sewing, pedagogies, and 
many other kinds of work. 

The Japan Women’s University, 
which I was able to establish in 1901 
with the support of the leading men 
and women in every walk of life in 
Japan, has now 1,100 students divided 
into departments of pedagogics, litera- 


ture, giish literature and house- 

keepir The university intends to 

organi in the near future depart- 

inents of music, art and medicine.
